The friends of W, H. Foster, thae vetoran
forist of Coundil Bluffs and Omahn, are
much alarmod over his mystorious disappenre
ance Sunday evening, He left Lis resideace
on Harrison streot 1o the Bluffs at = o'clock,
suylong that he wounld look after the fires at
tho ereenhouso only a fow rods away. That
was Ltho lnst heard of hiw, aud he has droppea
out of sight as completely as if the ground
had oponed and swallowed him up. He had
about 100 1n his pocket when he disappeared
and foil piay is feared,

Mr Foster (s 57 years of age and has been
In tho florist’'s business lor Hftecn years, Mo
bas hid a branch ofice in this city ot 1623
Capitol avenue for the past six years and )s
well known on both siages of the river,

In  jeaving the house as he did
Mr. Fostor was following out his usunl cus-
tom, 18 he wis accustomed to retive early
and nlways made n visit to the greenhouss to
soe that the bollors woere working properly.

Whoen Mr. Foster dia not return at 11
o'elock, the family became alarined, and it
was then learned from the night fireman wt
the groenhiouse thet his employer had nol
boon there, A soarch was begun ond kept
up during the remainaer of the night, but no
traco of tho missing man was found.

Yeaterday morning a party wasorganized
to senrch tho woods (n tho rear of the green
bouse, butnothing was discovered that gould
throw any lght on Lhoe caso,

Mr. Fostor wors his usunl working clothes
when ho went out, andno ovorcont. ‘I'ho
family notleca nothlug peculiar in his ac-
tlons, nnd nee satistiod that ho was lu his
usual hedlth,

The police have been notified and aro en-
deavoring to find some elow that will enable
them o unravel the invstery,

Jobbere Unsucoessful in One Assanlt on the
Obmoxious Bridge Toll.

WILL CONFER WITH THE I0WA LINES.

Gieneral Manager Clark of the Unlon Facifie
Suapporting the Gmahs Johhees—Mre,
Dlekinson's Revised Switehing
Schedule Sabmitred,

—

Overtures have been made on bohalf of the
Omaha jobbers to tho Wabash to join with
the Union Pacifie in absorbing the 5.cent
oridga toll, which oporates as an oppressive
disarimination on Omaha shipments to Town
polnts, but tbe proposal has not roceived a
favorablo consideration,

Goneral Munagor Clark of the Union Pa
cifie, howevor, has promised the jobbers to
Arrangoe a conforones witth the managers of
the lown lines. Heo has nlso agreed to beo
prasont, and he has pormitted the jobbors to
infar that he will stana with them io urging
Omuaha's claim for rellef,

Under thelr teaMe arcangemont for the ven
of the brigge the Rock Island and the Mil-
wiankoe can mako tha desiesd convession
without any action of tho Uniouw Pacific, and
it is asserted that these linos havo such
favorable torms tor the use of the Union Pa-
clfie track that the actunl cost of transporta-
tion between Omabin and Councy Bluffs 1s
cemparatively a trifle,

The jobbers do not axpeet the Towa lines to
yield without n struggle, but they linve boeen
lod to think that Mr, Clark is now hoartily
with them and will swing a powserful influ-
ence in theie behnlf. Strong opposition is
expected from the Burllogton and North-
weoestorn, which have bridges of their own
and aro collecting fav tolls. The proposed
conference will probably be heid o Chicago,
and the jobbers, committee is awaiting no-
tieo of its date from Mr. Clark.

New Switehing Sehedule,

The new switching schedule prepared by
Assistant General Manager Dickinson of the
Union Pacific makes the charges range from
$220 to ¢4, The rates under the old tariff
ranged from £1.50 to &1, and under the schod-
ule now in force from &1 1o &5,

My, Dickinson has submittod his rovised
tariff to tho connell committee on viaduots
and rallwoys, presumably for the purpose of
influencing the committee's report on the
switching track ordinance,  Tho committes
will recommend the passage of the ordinsnco,
But may urge an amendment that wiil in-
clude the tracis of other rallroads occupying
etreots and alloys, Chalriman Princs argues
thav the council should not lay itself open to
the ghargo of vnacting spitoful class lewisla -
tion, and he holds thot all tracks in question,
without regard to  which ratroad company
owns them, should be subject to the city’'s
roguliantion,

The peonle of the city often wonder what
has beon done toward seouring for Omnha
the title to the old Fort Omaha military
roservation,

Ex-Congrossman Connell sald yesterdny

that at the Iast session of congress
he introduced m bill  providing that
as #00N ns it was  abanaoned
as a military post it should rovert to

the city, Owing to the lateness of the intro-
duction of tho bill it nover becamo a law, He
undorstood that Senntor Manderson now had
such a bill before the senate. Thera could
be no ormsmnn to its passage, as it would
simply give back to tho eity of Omiaha some-
thing that was originally a gift to the United
Statos,

Theo queation of roversion as botween the
city and the original dovors, Mr. Connoll
suid, had been settied and the parties who
;I‘mluuwd tho land would lay no claim to the

tie,

Mr, Connell was of the opinion that if the
